U.S. District Court Judge J. 


Smith Henley said in a decree 
signed Tuesday that he disap* 
proved 
of 
the 
desegregation 


plan the district adopted Nov. 
26 of last year. 


The plan was based on at- 


tendance zones that would leave 
the formerly all-white schools of 
the district predominantly white 
and 
the all-Negro Townsend 


Park complex as a "clearly 
identifiable Negro school sys- 
tem only tokenly desegregated," 
he said. 


Only 18.4 per cent of the total 


student body of the now pre> 
dominantly 
white 
Pinecrest 


School would be Negro under 
the plan and only 5.8 per cent 
of the students at Townsend 
Park would be white. 


Henley 
"mandatorily 
en- 


joined" the district to "proceed 
to disestablish, effective with 
the opening of school in Septem- 
ber 1969, the existing dual 
school system being operated 
by the district and to replace 
It with a unitary system free 
from racial discrimination." 


Ronell Says 
Legislature 
Af falling 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


executive secretary of the Ar- 
kansas Education Association 
Wednesday 
characterized the 


current legislative session as 
"truly appalling." 


Forrest Rozzell told a Little 


Rock civil club that the legis- 
lature, especially the Senate, 
buckled under to what he called 
"the political muscle of county 
officials and other special in- 
terest groups." 


Rozzell said the Senate, while 


finding 
no 
money to raise 


teacher's salaries, increased 
county officials' salaries by 18.5 
per cent. 


Legislation was approved to 


allow the excess fees collected 
by county tax collectors to go 
into the general fund, he said, 
-where they .w'ill;, help meet the 
1co$t o£ jttigrgjtsggSalaries, in 
violation of a Supreme Court 
ruling that collectors' fees may 
be used only to defray the ex- 
penses of the collector's office. 


He said the current session 


also authorized the use of tax 
funds to finance the lobbying 
activities of county officers. 


Agreement on the proposed 


cigarette tax Increase is doubt- 
ful, the AEA official said, be- 
cause of the Senate's insistence 
that vending machine operators 
"get their 'pound of flesh* out 
of the expected 5-cent per pack 
price increase. 


The Senate has held out for a 


4-cent tax increase which would 
glv the vending machine op- 
erators an additional cent on 
every pack of cigarettes sold in 
vending machines. 


The legislature, while doing 


nothing to raise teachers' sal- 
aries, increased its own mem- 
bers' income by $1,200 for the 
first 60 days of the session, with 
58 representatives and 29 sena- 
tors availing themselves of the 
increase, he said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - If 


you look at the statistics, you 
have to wonder how the Boston 
Celtics managed to beat the 
Philadelphia 76ers 114-100 In the 
first game of a National Basket- 
ball Association Eastern Divi- 
sion semifinal playoff.

He's always the 
difference when we play Bos- 
ton." 


Russell said, "We've been 


playing good defense. We just 
haven't scored. Tonight we 
scored. That was the differ- 
ence." Boston shot a fantastic 
68.6 from the field- 43-91. John 
Havlicek led Boston with 35 
points. 


Russell wasn't ready to claim

NEW YORK (AP) - Former 


President Dwight D. Elsenhow- 
er, in an article written before 
his latest operation, says Ameri- 
cans must dedicate themselves 
to "common sense" government 
to fight otf extremist threats 
from the left and right. 


"Extremists of the far left 


and the far right" are "people 
who cause most of the trouble in 
the world," Eisenhower said in 
an article for the April issue of 
Reader's Digest magazine. 


He praised President Nixon as 


a "man of the center in thought 
and politics." 


But he tad harsh words for 


former Alabama CSov. Qeorge 
Wallace and the late Sen. Jo- 
seph R. fcfcCarthy, R-WJs. 


"I was delighted when it be- 


came obvious last November 


that one extremist on the Amer- 
ican political scene, 
George 


Wallace, had gone down to de- 
feat with a much smaller per- 
centage of the vote than had 
been anticipated," he said. 


"His campaign was a calcu- 


lated attempt to gain the bian* 
ace of power by whetting the 
emtoions of anger, fear and 
hate. These are nearly always 
the weapons of the extremist, 
and with them he sometimes 
gains his ends.

25 Per Cent 
Drop in U.S. 
War Deaths

SAIGON (AP) ~ American 


battlefield deaths in Vietnam 
dropped 25 per cent last week to 
ttoe lowest weekly toll of the 
Viet Cong spring offensive, the* 
U.S. Command announced to-. 
day, But the 266 Americans 
kilted in action pushed the total* 
for the war to within 300 of total' 
combat fatalities in the Korean3 
war, 
. 


The 266 dead— 85 less than the * 


week before—brought the total t 
American combat dead for the', 
eight»yearold war to 33,329. The 
total in the three-year Korean 
War was 33,629. 


The U.S. Command also an-' 


nounced that 1,362 Americans;; 
were wounded in action last* 
week, 61 more than the previous 
week. This brought the total 
American wounded reported in 
the war to 209,045. 


In the first four weeks since 


the Viet Cong launched their 
spring offensive Feb. 23, 1,406 
Americans 
have been killed. 


The heaviest toll was during the 
first week of the offensive, when 
453 U.S. troops were killed. 


A U.S. spokesman said appar- 


ently part of the reason for the 
reduction 
in the number of 


American deaths last week was 
that the enemy was not follow- 
ing up his nightly rocket and 
mortar attacks on U.S. bases 
with Infantry assaults as fre- 
quently as he did earlier In the 
offensive. He said North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
also were breaking off contact" 
more quickly when engaged by 
sweeping American forces. 


While U.S. casualties dropped 


last week, those of the South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
went 
up 


slightly and considerably ex- 
ceeded the American total. The 
government said 337 of its sol- 
diers were killed and 1,537 were 
wounded, "compared with 325 
killed and 1,156 wounded the 
week before. 


The offensive continued to 


prove costly for the enemy, al- 
though his casualties also were 
considerably reduced. The al- 
lied commands reported 3,873 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 


Cong killed last week, compared 
to a revised total of 4,336 the 
week before. 


By U.S. count, the enemy has 


lost 19,101 troops In the first 
four weeks of his offensive. 
South Vietnamese dead in that 
period total 1,442. With the 1,406 
Americans killed, the allied to- 
tal is 2,848 dead, or a kill ratio 
of about seven to one In favor of 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
and

Nixon

enforcement policies 


came under congressional scru- 
tiny today as a Senate subcom- 
mittee opened hearings directed 
at recent decisions in the Penta- 
gon and Department of Trans- 
portation. 


The administrative practices 


and procedures subcommittee 
headed by Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy planned to concentrate pri- 
marily on the way the Defense 
Department decided to award 
contracts to three southern tex- 
tile companies and Transporta- 
tion decided to rescind a proce- 
dure designed to guarantee non- 
discrimination. 


Kennedy has indicated an in- 


terest in finding out what oppor- 
tunities the public- consumers, 
minority groups, the poor and 
others—have to participate in 
the decision-making processes 
of federal agencies. 


The $9.4 million worth of tex- 


tile contracts awarded by the 
Pentagon last month to J. P, 
Stevens & Co. Inc., Burlington 
Industries Inc., and Dan River 
Mills inc, brought a strong pro- 
test from Sen, Walter F, Mon. 
dale, D-Minn,, one of today's 
witnesses, 


The Office of Federal Con« 


tract Compliance and Pentagon 
civil rights aides had found the 
firms' mills in South and North 
Carolina not in compliance with 
an executive order barring dis» 
crimination by government con- 
tractors.
